Production Rises Current Week to 124,093 Units, as Half-Year Total 
Hits 2,918,473, Up 15 Per Cent Over 1936, with Prospects Bright for 
5,200, 000-Vehicle Year; GM Demands UAW Contract Fulfillment

to 124,093 124,093 units, compared with a revised 
total of 117,339 units the previous week 
and 100,831 in the corresponding period of 1936. The 
present rate, allowing for seasonal declines in various 
plants, will likely continue until the middle of July or 
later. With Ford scheduled to halt operations for three 
weeks, starting July 16, the weekly output after that date 
will be slashed to below the 100,000 mark. The Lincoln 
division of Ford, however, is expected to maintain its 
present pace throughout the shutdown at Dearborn. 


With Chevrolet’s operations carded to hit around 
30,000 the current week, ending July 3, the General Mo- 
tors group will turn out about 49,590 units this week, 
according to ADN estimates. Pontiac, which holds to 
second place behind Chevrolet in the GM group esti- 
mates, has 6,600 cars scheduled this week, with the other 
GM divisions following in the following order: Olds- 
mobile with 6,000, Buick with 5,790, and Cadillac-LaSalle 
with 1,200. The GM group total is up considerably over 
the previous week when 42,525 cars and trucks were run 
off the assembly lines, and compares with 42,352 units in 
the same week a year ago. 


A total of 27,850 cars and trucks are expected to be 
produced by the Ford group this week. Of this amount, 
Ford will likely turn out its usual 27,000 and Lincoln 
about 850 cars. This virtually is the same total pro- 
duced during the previous week, but is slightly higher 
than the 25,000 units turned out in the corresponding 
week of 1936. 

With Plymouth’s 11,500 leading the way, the Chrysler 
group should produce roughly 24,800 units the current 
week. according to ADN figures. Identical with a week 
ago, the total exceeds the number turned out a year ago 
by approximately 3,000 cars and trucks. Dodge main- 
tains its regular rate of 9,000, while Chrysler is expected 
to produce 2,200 units and De Soto about 2,100 the current 
week, 

Packard, with 3,200 units scheduled for the current 
session, bounds back into first position among the inde- 
pendent manufacturers, supplanting Hudson-Terraplane, 
with drops to 3,000 units currently. Studebaker has 1,888 
cars and trucks carded for the present week, and retains 
third place, followed in order by Nash-LaFayette with 
1,800, Willys with 1,600, Graham with 320 and Cord with 
45. The miscellaneous group, which includes trucks, 
should account for around 10,000 units, ADN estimates.

Despite constant interruption of 

5,200,090-Car operations by sit-downs and strikes, 
Year Now Seems the motor car industry nevertheless 
Assured in ’87. turned in a commendable showing 
during the first six months of 1937, 

according to ADN estimates appearing-in today’s mid- 
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week survey, which reveals the total six-month output 
of cars and trucks at 2,918,473. This is roughly 15 per 
cent over the 2,594,824 units produced during the same 
period of 1936. 

With the first half of last year representing about 56 
per cent of the final total of 4,616,857 reached in 1936, it 
appears exceedingly bright that the final 1937 output will 
hit the 5,200,000 mark, previously predicted by ADN. The 
final total, of course, is contingent on labor difficulties in 
the second portion of the year, but unless these troubles 
get entirely out of hand it is quite probable the 5,200,000 
mark will be approximately reached. If this figure is 
attained, 1937 will take its place as the second highest 
production year in the industry’s history, being outranked 
only by 1929’s total of approximately 5,600,000 units. 

Outstanding gain during the past six months was made 
by Ford, the only major company unaffected by labor 
trouble, which upped its output from 649,834 units in the 
similar period of 1936 to 857,646 cars and trucks during 
the first six months of 1937. 
and Chrysler groups, each of which suffered a month or 
more of forced shutdowns, showed losses during the 
period, compared with a year ago. 

GM divisions, which turned out 1,072,480 cars and 
trucks during the first half of 1936, fell slightly under 
that total during the 1937 period with 1,009,452 units. 
Chevrolet accounted for 607,400 during the 1937 period, 
compared with 747,441 last year, while Pontiac showed 
the biggest increase with 135,649 compared with 99,530 
a year ago. 

Chrysler units ran about 505,790 cars and trucks off 
the assembly lines during 1937 thus far, as against 
510,053 in the corresponding period of 1936. Plymouth 
had 239,900 compared with 268,825 in the 1936 period. 

Packard, with 77,793 units in 1937, also enjoyed a big 
increase over 1936's 37,518, as did Willys, Nash-LaFayette, 


and Studebaker.

Stronger reports from previously- 

Car Registrations unheard-from states indicate May 

In May Likely passenger car registrations may go 
to Hit 395,000 slightly higher than estimated by 
ADN last week. With 43 states so 
far accounted: for, the final total is expected to be be- 
tween 390,000 and 395,000 units, unless the remaining 
states show levelling off similar to that shown by early- 
reporting states. It is possible, also, that shortage of cars 
for delivery in various localities may crop up to lower 
the final figure, but in any event the final total is not 
expected to go below 385,000 units. 

The 43 states so far reported account for 328,645 car 
sales as compared with 327,685 units last year. The latter 
figure roughly represents 83 per cent of the final May, 
1936, total, and based on this the May, 1937, figure should 
be around 395,000 units. However, the inconsistency 
shown by states thus far may result in a lower total.

With 41 states thus far reported, i 
is believed ADN’s previous estimate 
of between 60,000 and 65,000 truck 
registrations for May will hold true 
Reports since last week have no 
changed the picture materially, and if the present rate 
continues it is possible the final figure may run slightl 


over 65,000. 

A total of 47,756 sales has been reported to date by the 
41 states, compared with 45,455 units by the same states 
a year ago. With the latter total representing 73 per cent 
of the final May, 1936, registrations, the figure for May 
of this year should be about 65,400 units. 


With the national spotlight focused on the 
labor situation in steel, all is quiet along 
Outlook the automotive front. Observers here feel

as it is. Meanwhile General Motors has declined to enter 
negotiations with the UAW leaders until assured that 
agreements made will be kept. In a statement issued by 
W. S. Knudsen, president of General Motors, he con- 
firmed the assertion by Homer Martin, president of the 
United Automobile Workers, that GM had required ef- 
fective assurance against wildcat strikes with definite 
penalties for instigators, 
“The corporation insists,” Knudsen’s statement read, 
“that this is no change in the yp dai but rather

The companies also agreed of 
ficially to substitute “delivered 
price” for “list price” in nations 
advertising. This practice was 
adopted in December, 1936.

Pittsburgh Steel is ex 
pected to hit 87 per cent; Car- 
negie-Illinois down one point to 
95; and Jones & Laughlin off three 
points to 83 per cent.

Akron.—An advance of 15 per 
cent in prices of original equip- 
ment tires is expected with the ex- 
piration today of tire contracts, 
The rise is designed to bring 
prices more in line with increased 
rubber and labor costs. 
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Increase Reported 

South Bend, Ind.—Paul G. Hoff- 
man, Studebaker president, re- 
ports the sale of 5,780 passenger 
cars and trucks in the first 20 
days of June, compared with 5,052 
in the corresponding period of 
June, 1936, an increase of 14 per 
cent. For the year to date sales 
are 52,279 compared with 45,063 
last year, an increase of 16 per 
cent.

Willys dealers 
are equipping cars with one-tenth 
gallon tanks and inviting owners 
to make the economy tests and 
write essays on results. Winners 
will get various prizes, inchiding 
two Willys sedans. 
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Profits Decreasing 


Chicago.—Second quarter profits 
of automotive parts makers of 
this area, Borg-Warner, Bendix 
Aviation, and Stewart-Warner, are 
expected to be from 10 to 25 per 
cent under figures for the first 
quarter, when the three com- 
panies showed a combined earn- 
ings total of $3,513,538. First half 
earnings, however, for all three 
combined are expected to exceed 
the $6,832,048 reported for the 
same period in 1936. Bendix is ex- 
pected to show a decrease both 
for the first quarter and first half, 
mainly because of its relatively 
greater dependence on the auto- 
motive industry, demand from 
which was cut by labor disturb- 
ances. 
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
